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Phyloſophica), rational and congruous to Nature,and moſt ad= 
hered to, and allovcd by the moſt ſober Naturalifts, is this 3 
that the matter of Blazing Stars 1s an hot and diy exi:alation 
of the Fat clammy and unctuous humidity of che karthy drawn 
co the higheſt Region of the Aire, and ſometime into the 
ſtairy Region ; and there by the aire driven cogcriier , and 
ciolely conglutinared into a maſs or lump, and ſo 15 compacicd
